A m sterdam , April 30.— In the first 
tw o m onths of unrestricted subm arine 
w arfare m ore than 1,600,000 tons of 
shipping was sunk by the G erm ans, 
I hr. Karl Helfferich, German secretary 
of the interior, told the reichstag main 
com m ittee. 
A sserting th e subm arine cam paign 
is proving a great success 
he con­ 
tinued ; 
“The first m o n th ’s results excelled 
the best previous results by 25 per 
cent, the second m o n th ’s by 50 per 
cent. 
Exact figures cannot be given, 
hut in th e first twfi m onths the freight 
tonnage sunk 
exceeded 
1,600,000, of 
which m ore than 1,000,000 was British. 
“ It is clear 
the 
British m erchant 
fleet cannot long bear sinkings at th** 
present rate. 
T he British in crease in 
Lliips In 1916, notw ithstanding every 
effort, was not sufficient even to re­ 
place th e norm al dim inution of peace 
time.
